4. (Withdrawn) A dumbwaiter csomprising: 

a tower assembly defining a vertical track; 

a container for receiving and delivering materials, the container slidably 
coupled to the track for vertical movement of the container between vertically 
spaced apart positions; 

a pair of upper sheaves mounted at the top of the tower assembly; 

a pair of lower sheaves mounted at the bottom bf the tower assembly; 

and 

a pair of lifting cables each having a first end mounted to the container 
and extended there from over one of the upper sheaves and extended there 
from to one of the lower sheaves, a second end of each cable attached to and 
wound onto the corresponding one of the lower sheaves, the lower sheaves 
fixedly mounted to a rotatable cylindrical shaft, the cylindrical shaft encasing a 
drive motor and engaged by the drive motor for selective rotation of the shaft 
and accordingly the lower sheaves to thereby wind and unwind the lifting 
cables to selectively raise and lower the container.

A , wherein the upper sheaves are rotatabfy coupled to a 
sheave mount, the sheave mount pivotally mounted at the top of the tower 
assembly to thereby respond to a change in length of either cable by pivoting 
to retain a balanced load on each cable; 

a pair of lower sheaves mounted at the b ottom of the tower assembly; 

and 

a oair of lifting cables each having a first end mounted to the container 
and extended there from over one of the nnner sheaves and extended there 
frnm to one of the lower sheaves, a second end of each cable attached to and 
wound onto the corresponding one of th a lower sheaves, the lower sheaves 
fiyediv mounted to a rotatabi^- cylindrical s haft, the cvllndrloal shaft encasing a 
drive motor and engaged bv the drive m otor for selective rotation of th^ shaft 
and accordingly the lower sheaves to th erebv wind and unwind the lifting 
nahles to selectively raise and lowe r the container. 

6. (Currently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[41] 5. wherein at least one 
cable further comprises a tumbuckle adapted to allow adjustment of the length of the 
at least one cable such that both cables are substantially the same length. 

7. (Cun-ently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[4]] 5. wherein the drive motor 
is selected from the SOMFY HiPro LT50 line of motors. 

8. (Currently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[4]] 5. further comprising a 
guide bar adjacent to and parallel with the cylindrical shaft and spaced a distance 
from the lower sheaves, the guide bar adapted to guide the two cables onto or off of 
the lower sheaves in a preferred direction. 

9. (Currently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[411 5 wherein the container is 
of a one-piece constmction and adapted to contain a fluid spill. 
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10, (Withdrawn) A dumbvyaiter for raising and lowering a platform, comprising: 
a cylindrical shaft encasing a drive motor and engaged by the drive 
motor for selective rotation of the shaft, the drive motor comprising an 
asynchronous motor, an electromagnetic disk brake, a planetary gear 
mechanism and a limit switch; 

a tower assembly having a tower upper end, a tower lower end, a left 
side and a right side, the cylindrical shaft being adjacent the tower lower end; 
two spaced-apart sheaves coupled to the cylindrical shaft, each of the 
sheaves in substantially vertical alignment with the left side and the right side; 

a pair of cables each having a first end and a second end, each first 
end coupled to one of the two sheaves; 

a pulley system mounted above the tower upper end, the pulley system 
having two spaced-apart pulleys in substantial vertical alignment with the two 
spaced-apart sheaves, each cable routed through one of the two pulleys; 

a platfomi connection slidably received on the tower, both cable 
second ends coUpled to the platfonn connection; and 
a container coupled to the platform connection, the outer shaft case adapted 
to rotate in a first direction to unwind the two cables from their conresponding 
sheaves causing the platform connection to be lowered, and a second 
; direction to wind the two cables onto their con^sporiding sheaVes causing the 
platfonn connection to be raised. . 

1 1 . (Currently amended) A dumbwait e r for raising and lowering a platform, 
comprising:, 

a cylindrical shaft encasing a drive mntor and engaged bv the drive 
motor for selective rotation of the sha ft, the drive motor comprising an 
asynchronous motor, an electromag netic disk brake, a planetary gear 
mechanism and a limit switch: 

a tower assembly having a tower upper end, a tower lower end, a left 
side and a right sMe. the cylindrical shaft h ^inn adjacent the tower lower end; 
fwn soaced-apart sheaves coupled to t h« f^yltndrical shaft, each of the 
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shaaves in substantially vertical aliqnm ftnt with the left side and the right side; 

a pair of cables each having a first end a nd a second end, each first 
end coupled to one of the two sheaves: 

a pulley svstem t ho dumbwQltor of ola i m 10. whoroin tho pul l y oyotom l o 
pivotally mmmtari ahnve the tower uooer end t o thereby respond to a change 
In length of either cable by pivoting to retain a balanced load on each cable^ 
the Dullev system having two soaced-a part pulleys in substantial vertical 
ali gnment with the twn spaced-apart sheaves , each cable routed through one 

• of the two Dullevs: 

a platform connection slidablv recei ved on the tower, both cable 
sRcond ends coupled to the platfo rm connection: and 

a container coupled to the olatfomfi connection, t he outer shaft case 
adapted to rotate In a first direction to unwind the two cables from their 
norres pondina sheaves causing the platform connection to be lowered, and a 
second direotion to wind the two cahles onto th eir con^espondinq sheaves 
causing the olatform connection to be raised . 

12. (Currently amended) The dumbwaiter of Claim [[10]] 11, wherein one or both 

cables further comprise a tumbuckle. adapted to allow adjustment of the length of at 
least one cable such that both cables are substantially the same length. 

13. (Cun-ently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[10]] 11. wherein the drive 
motor Is selected from the SOMFY HiPro LT50 line of motors. 

14. (Currently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[1 0]] 11, further comprising a 
guide bar adjacent to and parallel with the cylindrical shaft and spaced a distance 
from the two sheaves, the guide bar adapted to guide the two cables onto or off of 
the sheaves in a preferred direction. 

15. (Currently amended) The dumbwaiter of claim [[10]] 11. wherein the container 

is of a one-pi ce construction and adapted to contain a fluid spill. 
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
